Takes Credit for U. F. A. 

Lorne Proudfoot Acadia, delivered 
a carefully prepared addrees in which 
he undertook the most pretentious 
eritictsm of past administration yet 
attempted by the government ranks, 
dealing especially with the statements 
of Hon. C. R. Mitchell. He took credit 
on behalf of the U. F. A. for the bulk 
of legislation which had been enacted 
on behalf of the farmers by tho 
Liberal government such as the “cow 
bill"; municipal hospitals act; muni- 
cipal hail insurance act; long term 
loans act; and the liquor act. He 
criticized the A. and G. W. legislation 
and charged that the Liberals “‘a!- 
moet gave us pipelines bill.” In re- 
gard to the reforms asked by Mrs, 
McClung he said he had begun to 
wonder ‘by the fength of the list 
whether ‘the women had ever ob- 
tained much but “sympathy” 
the late government. He egreed tha 
there should be greater tribute to 
obedience to the liquor laws; urged 
the wider extension of telephones t> 
rural districts and recommended child 
welfare clinics and begter medical in- 
spection in schools. Mr. Proudfoot 
after eulogizing his own constituency 
of Acadia referred the survey 
board’s report and expressed the 
opinion that had more attention been 
given to the reservation of pasture 
lands the stock raising probviem in 
the south would not be so serious. 

Better Roads Needed 

William Fedun, in addition to his 
arraignment of the liquor act enforce- 
ment dwelt earnestly upon the need 
of better roads and echool facilities 
fn his district, pointing out that sett- 
lers in the north had been forced to 
build and operate their own ferry 
across the river. He spoke of the 
loyalty and espirations of his fellow 
Ukrainians, who were all citizens of 
Canada now by birth or naturaliza- 
tions, and who loved the land because 
of its freedom homes and the pros- 
perity it had given them.

“So far as Edmonton in concerned, 
we have not the agricultural and arts 
act in Alberta the same as they have 
in Ontario and under which the Cana- 
dian National Exhibition association 
is organized. On that account it is 
necessary here, as well as in Calgary, 
to organize a governing body under 
the Joint Stock Companies act. We 
have an authorized capital>of $1,000 
divided into 200 shares of $5 each; 
while the amougt Is nominal, the idea 
‘Ys to bring a bbddy of public-spirited 
citizens together both.from the city 
and the country who are interested in 
the work deing carried on by the Ex- 
hibition association; no dividends are 
paid on the ehares. The council ap- 
points thirteen of our directors, which 
gives themma majority on our board of 
twenty-five directors, This system, as 
I have stated, was patterned after the 
Toronto Exhibition, which has been in 
existence now for about forty-five 
years, and where they have over $3,- 
000,000 invested in buildings alone. In 
addition to our 25 directors. we have 
35 associate directors from the vari- 
ous organizations promoting the inter- 
ests which we encourage. ‘ 

Edmonton's Motto. 

The motto of the Edmonton Exhibi- 
tion asosciation is “Where City and 
Counry Meet.” The eignificance of 
thin motto is deeper and more far- 
reaching than would appear on the 
surface. City and country interests are 
dependent one on the other, and the 
development of @ spirit of co-opera- 
tion between the two ts an idea! worth 
striving for. It has required a world 
war to bring everyone to a full ie at 
ation of the real importance of - 
culture, which is the corner-stone of 
ali prosperity.” 

One of the outstanding objects of 
the Edmonton Exhibition is to pro- 
mote agricultural and live stock inter- 
ests, and it !s the work that we ere 


. Geing along that line for which we re- 


ceive the very generous assistance 
which we get from the Departments 
of Agricuiture Both at Ottawa and in 
Edmonton. It is worthy of note that 
during the past ten years the Edmon- 
ton Exhibition association has receiv- 
ed $238,054.95 in grants from the Pro- 
yinecial and Dominion governments 
and frém other sources; one of th 

reasons I menticn these facts is to 
show the value of a board of direc- 
tors such as we have at the present 
time. We have not always been get- 
ting the same Mberal financial assis- 
tance as We are at the present time; 
as a matter of fact, in 1911 the total 
amount recetved by the Edmonton 
FPixhibition asosciation 4n grants from 
all sources was $8,780. We all know 
that when we receive assistance from 
the bbe ogg ng we have to putupa 
good case; we hear a great deal o 

talk about “pull” but personally I do 
not understand what it means; on the 
other side of the line the definition of 
an honest politician is “one who stays 
bought.” 

Mr. H. 8. Arkell, the Dominion live 
etock commiasioner, who spoke to 
this club last July, stated that one 
of the justifications the department 
of agriculture at Ottawa had for 
rendering assistance to such fairs as 
the Dominion exhibition, was tie 
work which we are doing the year 
round, and the ass‘’stance given to 
the Promotion of agricultural inter- 
ests. He stated “The Exhibition as- 
sociation commands the services o 
some of our best business inen an 
prominent agriculturists, and tne 
governmert are fully aware of that 
fact and that they are entrusting 
their grante, which they give for tha 
promotion of agricultural interests, .o 
competent and reliable men.”

These denials do not necessarily 
disprove Mr. Scott’s statement, 
though they seem to. He said that | 
his opinion touching reciprocity 
was the result of a recent inter- 
view with Mr. Fordney, author of 
the famous ‘‘emergency’’ tariff 
bill; and that his forecast of 
freight rate reduction was based 
on the fact that the Ministers at 
Ottawa are trying to devise ways 
and means to bring it about. If 
Washington is inclined to malke.a 
trade arrangement the outlook is 
hopeful, though Ottawa has not yet 
been officially approached on the 
matter. And if the Government 
is taking up the freight rate ques- 
tion seriously the prospect in that 
direction is also cheering, though 
Mr. Crerar may not have been told 
abont it.
